The Agriculture Unit at Alcorn State University is the primary unit responsible for the carrying out of the
land-grant functions of the university; namely, learning, research, and extension.

Traveling to ensure
more contacts with clients and more dissemination of research through field days and peer workshops and
conferences. Securing maintenance contracts on research and demonstration equipment, user's contracts on
computer software, insurance premium on vehicles, membership dues for professional organizations, subscriptions
for professional journals and magazines, professional services, communication-tel ephone, postage, utilities,
advertising, and rental of equipment and land for field plots, and technical assistancein accessing federal funds.
